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BRING ON 
THE DRAMA 

CUBS, CARDINALS TO FACE OFF IN NLDS- 
THEIR FIRST-EVER POSTSEASON MATCHUP

J oe Maddon vs. Tony Soprano is 
probably about as good a marquee 
billing as you’re going to see in 
October. 

Maddon referred to the fictional mob- 
ster during a recent rant against the Cardi- 
nals at Wrigley Field, wondering if Sopra- 
no “put out the hit” on Cubs first baseman 
Anthony Rizzo, who was hit with a pitch 
in apparent retaliation for Dan Haren 
plunking Matt Holliday in the helmet. 

While he didn’t name names, Maddon’s 
target was obviously Cardinals manager 
Mike Matheny a disciple of the Tony La 
Russa style of retribution. 

Here are three pertinent questions 


about the Cardinals heading into the 
opener Friday of the best-of-five National 
League Division Series, the first postsea- 
son matchup between the archrivals. 

Will Molina play? 

The Cardinals revolve around "^dier Mo- 
lina, the catcher many believe is the best of 
his generation who has been on nine play- 
off teams in his 12 seasons. Molina missed 
the last 13 games of the regular season with 
a torn ligament in his left thumb, but he 
was practicing with the team and wearing 
a splint on his catching hand. 

The Cubs don’t have much of a running 
game to test Molina, but they may have 
pinch-runner Quintin Berry to use if he’s 


on the roster. 

Molina had his worst offensive season 
since 2006, finishing with four home runs 
and a .660 OPS. But he has been known 
to hurt the Cubs at the most inopportune 
times and has a career average of .308 with 
86 RBIs against them. 

Who is the Cardinals’ ace? 

Adam Wainwright was the undisputed ace 
before going down in April and missing 
most of the season with an Achilles tear. 
He returned to the bullpen in September, 
but the rotation had managed fine with- 
out him. John Lackey who went 9-4 with 
a 1.93 ERA in 17 starts at Busch Stadium, 
will start Game i on Friday at home. 

“The numbers are good at home,” Ma- 
theny told the St. Louis Post-Dispatch. 
“Not bad on the road I4-6, 3.82}. He just 
has had a strong season.” 

Matheny did not name his starters after 
Game i, though right-handers Michael 
Wacha (17-7, 3.38 ERA) and Lance Lynn 
(12-11, 3.03) and lefty Jaime Garcia (10-6, 
2.43) likely will be used in some order. 

The Cubs will counter with Jon Lester 


in Game i, and the rest of the rotation is 
to be determined. 

Which team is the hottest? 

The Cardinals were the best team in base- 
ball this year, winning 100 games despite 
a series of injuries to key players such as 
Wainwright, Matt Adams, Holliday and 
Molina. And they also went 11-8 against 
the Cubs, though the Cubs won four of 
their last six, taking two of three in each of 
their last two series in September, includ- 
ing the Maddon-Soprano game. 

On July 27, the Cardinals had an iiVi- 
game lead over the Cubs on their way to 
their third-straight division title and fifth- 
straight playoff appearance. 

But the Cubs went 46-21 the rest of the 
way finishing only three games out of first. 
The Cardinals were shut out in their last 
three games against the Braves and haven’t 
scored a run in the month of October. 

After being 40 games (86-46) above 
.500 on Sept. 2, they went 14-16 in their 
last 30 games. The Cubs finished with an 
eight-game winning streak before beating 
the Pirates in the wild card game.

CHICAGO AREA RUNNERS ASSOCIATION UNITES 
ROOKIES, VETERANS FOR MARATHON PREP

I t’s not even 8 o’clock on a brisk Saturday morning and Melissa Nardi has 
already run 8 miles before most of the city has wiped the sleep from its eyes. 
Nardi and a group of runners with the Chicago Area Runners Association 
have been training together over the summer, building up their mileage in prepara- 
tion for the main event Sunday 


“It’s hard to get up, but once you’re out 
there, you’re happy you did it, and the group 
makes it easier because there’s some account- 
ability” said Nardi, a 34-year-old Lake Shore 
East resident. “%u’re always happy you did it 


once you’re out there.” 

Nardi will be one of around 45,000 people 
taking to the streets Sunday to run the 38th 
annual Bank of America Chicago Marathon. 
It’s a field that includes runners of varying 


experience, from relative newcomers like Nar- 
di, who will be running her second Chicago 
Marathon, to experienced veterans like Trisha 
Palma and Stephanie Lo, who will be running 
in their nth and 15th Chicago Marathons, 
respectively 

“I mainly run Chicago because Mile 26 is 
literally two blocks away from my house, so 
I can’t even let it pass by on the years that 
I thought about passing it by” said Lo, a 
46 -year-old South Loop resident. “I know 
that weekend will come by and I will be so 
pissed off if I have to see anybody running 
by I guess I’ve gotta move if I wanna take a 
break.” 

Palma will be running as part of a pace 
group with the Chicago Area Runners Asso- 
ciation, or CARA. 


“I love running on the pace team for the 
marathon,” she said. “I get to relive the first 
time with other first-timers.” 

That’s because while Sunday’s race is old 
hat for veterans like her, it’s uncharted terri- 
tory for rookies like Julie Flutterman and Kari 
Berglund, who will be running the marathon 
for the first time this year. 

A couple of weeks ago, the CARA group 
completed a 20 -mile run, farther than Flut- 
terman and Berglund ever had run before. At 
that point, for the two of them, it became real. 

“It was the first day I thought I could run a 
marathon,” said Berglund, a 26 -year-old Logan 
Square resident. “The 20-miler was the day 
where {I realized] it’s going to happen and I 
can actually do the entire marathon distance.” 

“The last two miles were not so great,” said

PACE YOURSELF, SOAK 
IN THE EXPERIENCE

Having thousands of people screaming and 
cheering for you as you do something as mun- 
dane as running will get anyone’s blood flowing. 

Because of that, those who have run the 
Chicago Marathon say it’s easy for first-timers 
to take it out of the gate just a little bit too 
fast. 

“The problem with the Chicago Marathon 
and every other big race is there is so much 
energy at the start,” said Stephanie Lo, a 
46 -year-old South Loop resident who will be 
running in her 15th Chicago Marathon on 
Sunday “There is so much adrenaline going 
through your veins that you start taking off, 
they’re playing all the music and you just go a 
little too fast, which is always not good.” 

The trick to a successful race, she says, is 
being able to rein yourself in and muzzle your 
own personal emotions as best you can. 

“The smart strategy which I have finally 
learned, really is to hold back the first 5 to 
7 miles and then start slowly picking it up,” 
she said. 

“It’s so hard not to do that especially with a 
race like Chicago, where there are so many peo- 
ple cheering you on,” added Kristan Huenink, 


a 34-year-old West Loop resident who will be 
running in her sixth Chicago Marathon. “Keep 
a steady pace, don’t worry about what’s going 
on around you.” 

On Sunday Lo, Huenink and nearly 45,000 
others will tackle the 26.2-mile course, which 
will take runners on a tour of the city from 
Boystown to Bronzeville and everywhere in 
between. 

Of course, running that far isn’t an easy 
feat, and it’s one that requires a not-insignif- 
icant amount of preparation. Running groups 
like the Chicago Area Runners Association, 
or CARA, offer 18 -week programs aimed at 
helping build up runners’ staminas. 

“The training involves long runs, a little bit 
of speed work and then some shorter runs in 
between during the week, along with some 
strength training,” said Alona Banai, a 31-year- 
old Oak Park resident and the partnership 
marketing coordinator for CARA. 

Less experienced marathoners taking part 
in the program say the moral support is almost 
as valuable as the physical training provided. 

Running that far for that long a period of 
time can be mentally draining if you’ve got to 
do it by yourself, after all. 



“It’s fun because you get to run with lots of 
other people who are doing it, too, and going 
through the exact same thing you are,” said 
Kari Berglund, a 26 -year-old Logan Square 
resident who will be running her first Chicago 
Marathon. 

“The sense of community really helps you 
get out there to train every single Saturday at 
6 a.m. and to get you through those long runs 
and those issues that you’re having {through- 
out training},” added Melissa Nardi, a 34-year- 


old Lake Shore East resident who will be run- 
ning in her second Chicago Marathon. 

So what’s the best piece of advice the veter- 
ans have for the rookies? 

Simply put, be a sponge. 

“Soak it all in,” Lo said. “There is nothing 
like the excitement of a first-time marathon. 
That kind of, ‘Can I do it? OK, I’ve {run} all 
these miles.’ ”

Flutterman, a 28 -year-old Gold Coast resi- 
dent. “I was just exhausted by then and it was 
hard to keep pushing but I did it.” 

It is around that point, the 18- to 20 -mile 
mark, marathon veterans say where your body 
and mind start to realize just how far you’ve run. 

“{At Mile} 18, you’re starting to have a sense 
of awareness of how difficult it is,” said Phil- 
lip Sitar, 42, who lives downtown and will be 
running his ninth Chicago Marathon. “By 22, 
you start to pray You say to yourself, ‘Y)u’ve 
gotten through 20, you’re at 22 miles, you’re 
almost there,’ and that light at the end of the 
tunnel is what helps get you to it.” 

“I feel like that stretch is where most run- 
ners start to lose it mentally where they feel 
like they just can’t keep going,” Palma added. 
“Mile 23 is another one where I fall apart again 
mentally At that point, you make that deci- 
sion to walk or keep on going.” 

What helps many marathoners keep on 
going, they say is the enthusiasm of the thou- 
sands of spectators lining the route. 

“It is like a 26.2 mile block party” said 
Kristan Huenink, a 34-year-old West Loop 
resident who will be running in her sixth Chi- 
cago Marathon. “{My} favorite stretch has got 
to be coming through Boystown. It’s just crazy 


Y)u never know what you’re going to see. My 
first year, I had Gatorade handed to me by a 
bearded Superwoman.” 

“The crowds are a huge help,” Nardi added. 


“It’s just, you’ve done this, you can do this, 
keep putting one foot in front of the other like 
you have all summer.”

Kenyan marathoner Korir 
keeps moving forward

Wesley Korir, who has a good chance at com- 
ing in first place in this Sunday’s Chicago Mar- 
athon, isn’t the type of person who is content 
with a lifestyle of relaxation. 

The 32-year-old Kenyan is already an in- 
credibly successful long-distance runner, win- 
ning first place in the Los Angeles Marathon 
in 2009 and 2010 and the Boston Marathon in 
2012, as well as second place in the 2011 Chi- 
cago Marathon. 

But Korir’s drive and determination maybe 
even more impressive when it comes to being 
an elected Member of Parliament for Cheran- 
gany Constituency in Kenya. 

“In 2013 I realized, why is it that Kenya is 
not changing?” Korir said. “I asked myself 
that question, ‘Why are we not moving for- 
ward?’ And I realized that having bad lead- 
ers is what is making us not go anywhere. 
So I thought, ‘Why not get in?’ Become the 
change you want to be, that’s the key” 

Korir moved to the United States in 2004 
and attended Murray State University win- 
ning the 5000-meter and 10,000-meter races 
at the Ohio Valley Conference champion- 
ships. 

The next year? He transferred to the Uni- 
versity of Louisville before setting multiple 
school records and earning All-American 
honors consistently throughout his college 
career. 

Korir and his wife, Tarah— who was a for- 
mer teammate of his at Louisville— founded 
the Kenyan Kids Foundation. The organiza- 
tion strives to improve education and health 
care in Kenya, with plans of building a new 
hospital in Kitale. 

Korir’s smile and personality are just as big as 
his heart. And within just two minutes of meet- 
ing him, you can’t help but be in his corner. 


I read that you would run five miles to school 
and-this is the part that makes me laugh- 
would run five miles back home for lunch, 
eat, run back to school then back home after 
school. That’s 20 miles a day. Uh, question: 
Did you hate the idea of just carrying your 
lunch to school in the morning? 

{Laughs.} You don’t carry lunch to school. 
That’s why you come back home. 

You can’t? 

No. 

Not like a peanut butter and jelly 
sandwich in a bag? 

I used to be that kid that did not want to 
wake up. So I would always wait until the 
last minute and then I would rush to school 
before you get punished by the teacher. 

Oh yeah, my manager will tell you that I’m still 
like that. It’s 11 a.m., where the hell is Sean? 

{Laughs.} My mother will tell you that I’m 
still like that, too. But that helped me a lot 
{to become a great runner} because I had to 
rush to get to school. 

People in Chicago will wake up at 8:30 a.m. 
before work and only have to take the train 
for two stops to get there. But then they’re 
in a bad mood the rest of the day because, 
“The train was crowded for two stops!” Like, 
yeah, life is so horrible for you. Does that 
make you laugh? 

It’s human nature. We complain. We are born 
to complain. 

What do you complain about? 

I don’t know You can ask my wife that. 
{Laughs.} She’ll give you a list of it.

We’re just havin’ a backyard party 

Blokes & Birds didn’t feel like a T-shirt and flip-flops 
kind of place. But there’s no sign of the old bar at 
Lowcountry That’s how Hompluem wanted it. “In 
^ order to move forward with a new concept, I can’t 
have anything that reminds people of Blokes 
& Birds,” he said. He wanted approachabil- 
ity with Lowcountry, “something that’s 
inviting, where you can let your hair 
down and get your hands messy” Rows 
of picnic tables covered in brown paper 
(for easy cleanup) provide a particularly 
inviting atmosphere. The room is bright 
with white and nautical blue paneled walls; 
one is covered in moss, and another features a 
mural of crustacean creatures entangled in a fisher- 
man’s line amidst some turbulent waves. Wooden 
fishing bobbers and glass fishing floats-turned-ter- 
rariums are suspended from the ceiling. The menu is 
written on chalkboard paint on both sides of the res- 
taurant, and two horse troughs in the center of the 
room serve as hand-washing stations. Nothing fancy 
here. Despite the seafaring decor, Lowcountry feels 
just as Wrigleyville as any other bar. Around lo or 
II p.m., the kitchen closes and it becomes Brocoun- 
try (no, really that’s what Hompluem and customers 
have been calling it), when the picnic tables turn into 
beer-pong tables. “It’s kind of us paying homage to 
where we’re at,” Hompluem said. 

Hompluem looks back fondly on summers spent 
in the Gulf Coast as a kid when he and his family 
would share seafood boils of crawfish and shrimp 
at a picnic table. “We just went to town with our 
hands,” he said. While the seafood-in-a bag concept 
is trending with The Angry Crab in West Ridge and 
The Boiler Shrimp and Crawfish in Skokie, boils in 
the South are traditional social events. “I want to 
recreate that experience of bonding and community 
over a boil,” Hompluem said.

Now take Mr. Crawfish 
in your hand 

My childhood self would have felt that 
Lowcountry lived up to my “It’s not food if 
you can’t wear it” motto, but adult Heather 
felt that bibbing up was the responsible thing 
to do. It’s an oily mess inside those seafood- 
filled bags, and if I wanted to decimate it 
properly I’d need to not worry about staining 
my yellow crop top. Diners can order on 
paper menus at each table. First, mark how 
many pounds of protein you want. Boil of- 
ferings include shrimp (head on or off), snow 
crab legs, king crab legs, clams and mussels, as 
well as dungeness crab, lobster and crawfish if 
they’re in season. Everything is market price 
by the pound, which makes the chalkboard 
menu handy Then circle the sauce— cajun, 
lemon-pepper, garlic or everything (the three 
sauces combined)— all of which are New Or- 
leans-inspired, Hompluem said. Next, circle 
how much heat you can handle on a scale 
of one to four, one being “weak sauce aka 
LeBron” and four being “ridiculously hot.” 
(Hompluem said there’s an off-menu level 
five option called “The MJ” for Michael Jor- 
dan, “because he’s the greatest of all time.”) 
Finally choose any add-ons you want in the 
bag: corn, sausage or potatoes ($2 each). 

Our server said shrimp is the best bang for 
your buck if you’re looking for a lot of food. 
We split a pound of it (market price $15, head 
off for my ichthyophobic friend) and a pound 
of snow crab legs (market price $18) between 
three of us with the everything sauce, corn 
and potatoes and a side of honey-butter 
jalapeno cornbread ($5). The tray arrived 
with a bucket for shells, and steam puffed out 
of the bags when the server cut them open. 
We dove in hands-first. I had absolutely no 
shame in grabbing a soft-shell crab by the 
claw and waving it around. If we’re already 
wearing bibs, why not play with the food? 
Shrimp was definitely a great choice— the 



cajun flavors really clung to each bite. I could 
have gone a notch higher than two on the 
heat index, but that was pushing it for my 
less spice-inclined friends. 

The menu also includes smaller portions 
of menu items such as calamari and popcorn 
chicken. Then there are the banh mi sand- 
wiches, the “better po’ boy” Hompluem said, 
adding that it’s a nod to his Southeast Asian 
heritage. The entire menu offers an afford- 
able seafood experience that’s hard to come 
by in Chicago. “If you want to go eat seafood, 
it’s a big commitment, usually a date night 
on Saturday night because it’s usually pretty 
expensive,” he said. “I don’t see seafood like 
that because I’m Thai ... and every summer 
I’d go back to Thailand and seafood is just 
like chicken. It’s an everyday thing.” 

Hurricane drunk 

The juxtaposition of my craft cocktail next 
to a metal tray of finger food in a bag was 
delightful. The neighborhood craft cocktail 
concept wasn’t enough for Blokes & Birds to 
hinge on, but the cocktail selection certainly 


has not been watered down with the new 
concept. Hompluem found Raymond Ches- 
ter, who runs Lowcountry’s bar program, 
at The Aviary “Cocktails have to be done 
really well,” Hompluem said. “For me, it’s the 
contrast. The food is approachable {and} very 
get-your-hands-dirty but I want my cocktails 
to be handcrafted and more higher-end with 
high-quality ingredients.” 

The best-seller is The Good Life ($11), with 
bourbon, pomegranate liqueur, raspberry- 
hibiscus tea and plum bitters. It was sweet 
and syrupy with prominent raspberry and 
subtle plum flavors. My favorite was the Low- 
country Limeade ($11), with gin, lime juice, 
brown sugar, basil and, on the rim, brown 
sugar, chili powder, cayenne, ginger powder, 
smoked paprika and pink Himalayan sea salt. 
Hompluem is proud of the hurricane, a popu- 
lar New Orleans rum-based cocktail that’s 
usually a syrupy artificial blue mess. Low- 
country’s mixes rum, mango puree, orange 
juice, lime juice and cinnamon-allspice tiki 
bitters. It tasted like fresh, fruity gummies (in 
the best way possible). 

There’s a healthy selection of rotating craft 
beer on draft and some classic cocktails. Like 
at Blokes & Birds, the menu is more elevated 
than most everything else the neighborhood 
has to offer, but the dice game for $3 shots 
really caters to the location. One person in 
the group rings a bell near the front door and 
tosses a giant red foam die; whatever number 
it lands on indicates the liquor, ranging from 
Jameson to Malort. 

Tune up. Turn up. 

Formerly the space below Lowcountry was 
a community karaoke lounge. Hompluem 
converted the space into five private karaoke 
rooms and called it Clark St. Karaoke, a 
concept he thought would be a good addition 
after several phone calls and emails asking 
about private rooms. Rooms go for $35-$45 


an hour, depending on the size of the space, 
and bottle service is offered ($i50-$i6o a 
bottle). Some friends, myself and a bottle 
of Jack Daniels settled into one of the cozy 
rooms with oriental rugs on the walls. You 
can also order from the bar upstairs, which I 
find to be the better deal, but I’ll always favor 
a fine cocktail over a Jack and Coke. 

Initially, I thought we’d stay an hour. How- 
ever, that time flies, considering the time 
it takes to learn how to navigate the song 
catalog. After 45 minutes, some Elvis and an 
absurd rendition ofThe Beatles’ “Oh! Dar- 
ling,” we were just loosening up. An hour and 
15 minutes in and we were nailing every note 
to “Bohemian Rhapsody” There were metal 
versions of Whitney Houston and The Beach 
Boys, there were Beyonce battles, there was 
a performance of Celine Dion’s “It’s All Com- 
ing Back to Me Now” with more conviction 
than a Sunday televangelist special. You can’t 
get these experiences in a karaoke bar full of 
strangers. As a karaoke queen, I will say the 
song catalog could be stronger— it seriously 
lacked some staple Amy Winehouse tunes, 
David Bowie and other sing-alongs. But 
overall. I’ve never had more fun on a karaoke 
night, which will come in handy come win- 
tertime. 

Bottom line 

It goes without saying that Hompluem 
understands his audience. Between Low- 
country and Clark St. Karaoke, he’s delivered 
a laid-back and interactive neighborhood 
crowd-pleaser that doesn’t take itself too 
seriously, despite the elevated menu offer- 
ings. Not only is it affordable, Lowcountry 
also smashes the notions that quality seafood 
and craft cocktails can only be fine dining 
experiences. Let your hair down. Get your 
hands messy This is Lowcountry

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Cockamamie *Pan’ 
fries Peter’s legacy 


This review could 
just be a picture of 
my facial expression 
when i2-year-old 
orphan Peter (Levi 
Miller) arrives in 
Neverland and finds 
Blackbeard (Hugh 
Jackman, ending al- 
most every sentence 
with CAPITAL 
LETTERS AND 
EIVE EXCLAMA- 
TION POINTS!!!!!) 
leading a sea of puzzlingly reverential young 
men in singing Nirvana’s “SmeUs Like Teen 
Spirit,” despite the pirate saying that he fears 
an uprising. “Walking on Sunshine” might be 
a less angst-fueling choice, pal. 

It’s far from the only baffling decision in 
“Pan,” director Joe Wright’s (‘Atonement”) 
apparent attempt to do a Baz Luhrmann 
(“The Great Gatsby”) version of several 
Disney rides at once. Where this year’s 
“Cinderella” reboot was outrageously 
straightforward, “Pan” is all flair, a cockama- 
mie origin story for J.M. Barrie’s adventure 
that Hollywood refuses to let go. (Remember 
the 2003 version? Didn’t think so.) It shows 
both that Jackman learned nothing from the 
failure of “X-Men Origins: Wolverine” and 
that you don’t need to have any allegiance to 
source material when concocting an oppres- 
sive spectacle simply for the sake of charging 
for 3-D glasses. 

In Neverland, Peter meets James Hook 


(Garrett Hedlund, embarrassing himself as 
some kind of yearning Yosemite Sam), whose 
name outrageously foreshadows that a croco- 
dile turning Captain’s Hook hand into lunch 
was only irony not the creation of a nick- 
name. There’s a war going on or something— 
I got lost amid brain-tangling ideas such as 
Tiger Lily, the leader of the group Blackbeard 
calls “savages” who seems to pick some of her 
apparel from Bjork’s closet, being white- 
washed and played by Rooney Mara, whose 
accent shows the courage of the film finally 
representing that most unseen of tribes, the 
English. 

A prophecy indicates that Peter’s the 
chosen one in this land because what a shame 
it would be if every children’s movie didn’t 
resemble “Harry Potter” in some way (It’s 
sorta like “The Lego Movie” played straight.) 
The sometimes-visually impressive “Pan” 
also recalls the “Indiana Jones” franchise 
and “Wild Wild West,” and even “Lord of 
the Rings” when it turns out that Smee’s real 
name is Sam Smiegel. Is his middle name 
Gollum? 

As for lessons, Peter takes pride only in 
his lineage, not in any other sort of duty un- 
dermining the effort to make him believe in 
himself even if he’s not the golden child. He’s 
given a necklace as a baby which not only ap- 
pears to get bigger as he ages but which we’re 
also supposed to believe is never confiscated 
by an army of evil nuns. Seconds after Saturn 
appears to be the size of a person, there’s a 
crotch gag. Ahhhhh!! !!!!!! Said it before, will 
say it again: Leave our childhood alone.

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*Malala’ doc aims for 
inspiration, not thought 


A filmmaker needs 
unbelievable tunnel 
vision to make a movie 
about problems in the 
education system of 
planet’s most power- 
ful country and then 
make another movie 
touting the theoretical value of going to 
school in a developing country 

For the record: Every person absolutely 
should have access to education. It’s a human 
rights travesty that the Taliban would demand 
that girls not go to school, among countless 
other revolting treatments of women in many 
places around the globe. Malala^usafzai, 
the 1 8 -year-old Pakistani activist who won 
the Nobel Peace Prize last year and rose to 
international attention after the Taliban shot 
her in the head because she spoke out about 
women deserving an education, absolutely 
deserves credit for her unbreakable spirit and 
work spreading an important message. 


Yet “He Named Me Malala,” from director 
Davis Guggenheim (of the OK “Waiting 
for ‘Superman’ ” and wildly unworthy Oscar 
winner ‘An Inconvenient Truth”), doesn’t try 
to raise awareness for Malala’s issue, only for 
Malala. And not in any concrete way— even 
after seeing this less-than- 90 -minute round 
of applause of a documentary you still don’t 
really know what Malala is doing and what 
impact her speeches and travels have had. You 
know that she’s been on “The Daily Show” 
and met Bono. But Guggenheim does nothing 
to reconcile the fact that the Taliban blows 
up hundreds of schools regardless of Malala’s 
spot on Time’s list of influential people. Per- 
haps the film’s most profound moment comes 
when young women are kidnapped in Nigeria 
and Malala, brought in to raise the interna- 
tional profile of the incident, asks, “What 
should I do? How can I help?” She does not 
say this openly and determinedly She says this 
in disbelief, knowing she is a teenager who 
cannot do much in this situation.

This doc might have examined the pressure 
on Malala in her role as a teenage political 
figure or public perception of world leaders 
compared with how much people know about 
what is done and what is or isn’t changing. 
Instead, Guggenheim tacks on Pakistani 
detractors of Malala’s celebrity toward the 
end, uninterested in looking closely at turning 
a legitimately praiseworthy figure into an icon 
while a complex, violent problem rages on. 

His frequent use of animation and goofy input 
from Malala’s kid brother— switching from 


the boy saying he likes Roger Federer’s hair 
to Malala recalling her friend being shown 
a man’s decapitated head is a horrendous 
transition of legendary proportions —further 
undermines the serious, real subject matter. 
Malala expresses heartache for the many kids 
out of school in Syria, and of course that’s 
sad. But survival trumps education, and “He 
Named Me Malala” is too busy propping the 
standing ovation to sit and think about how 
the world got to this place and what needs to 
be done to save lives, then minds. 
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Fact-based Treeheld’ 
feels phony, one-sided 



It’s so weird when a 
movie about a true 
story feels phony re- 
ducing a complex issue 
to something simple 
and obvious. This 
should never happen, 
but it does. And noth- 
ing gets a free pass just because it’s fact-based 
and indicative of a shift in social policy 
The most recent example is “Freeheld,” 
which makes an important issue incredibly 
uninteresting as drama. In New Jersey in the 
early 2000s, detective Laurel Hester (Julianne 
Moore) has been diagnosed with terminal 
cancer, so she requests for her pension to shift 
to her partner, Stacie Andree (Ellen Page), 
after Laurel passes away All she wants is the 
treatment her heterosexual colleagues receive. 
Cue the board of old white dudes genetically 
mumbling about “traditional values” and 
“sanctity of marriage.” Of course, we only 
get to know the youngest one (Josh Charles), 


who wants to support Laurel but is outnum- 
bered. Then Steven Goldstein (a terrible Steve 
Carell) arrives, proclaiming “It’s Steven with a 
y as in very gay” and leading countless chants 
in the public meeting room of, “%u have the 
power!” 

Maybe this is exactly how it happened. 

But writer Ron Nyswaner (“Philadelphia”) 
and director Peter Sollett (“Nick and Norah’s 
Infinite Playlist”) deprive “Freeheld” of the 
tension and struggle that come from an uphill 
battle against injustice. The freeholders’ (city 
officials’) bigoted stand never goes deeper 
than the saints refusing to give up and the 
jerks hemming and hawing until giving in. 

Yes, real-life political conflicts have been 
known to feature folks clinging to prejudice 
as long as possible. But this movie, in which 
Laurel describes her work as, “It’s a good job, 
but it’s not what you see on TV,” feels unmis- 
takably like the kind of one-sided take on real 
events that junky TV movies are known for. 
Lifetime executives, email me if you really 


don’t know what I’m talking about. 

Laurel tells Stacie she’s smart, funny and 
amazing when they’ve hardly talked at all; their 
relationship is barely established, and once 
Laurel gets sick the movie relies on cliches, 
not honest character moments. Rather than 
seeming like a significant, difficult step on 
the way to the legalization of gay marriage, 
“Freeheld,” which is worse than “Stonewall” 
BTV(( feels like piggybacking at a time when 


it takes a lot less courage to tell the story 
And the way the police department seems to 
stop all activity while Laurel’s case takes front 
and center is borderline comical— especially 
considering how she and her partner (Michael 
Shannon), a tough guy who tells Steven “Don’t 
call me honey” had been investigating a double 
homicide. At the end of the movie he and the 
chief mention out of the blue that the killer 
was found and convicted. Huh?

IN MY FATHER’S HOUSE 


Che ‘Rhymefest’ Smith and his father, Brian Tillman, in the documentary ‘In My Father’s House’ 

1n My Father’s House’ 
needs to try harder 


“In My Father’s 
House” couldn’t have 
a better hook for a 
documentary: Man 
(who happens to be 
former major label 
rapper Rhymefest, 
born Che Smith) buys house where his dad 
grew up, gets inspired to seek out the man 
he hasn’t seen in decades, reconnects with 
his homeless, alcoholic father and takes on 
the role of parent as he works to rehabilitate 
someone who, as it turns out, wasn’t that far 
away once he started looking. 

So it’s too bad that this Chicago-focused 
film, which held its red-carpet premiere 
Monday at Music Box, consistently 
struggles with storytelling. Don’t open a 
documentary with statistics about single- 
parent households tripling since i960 and 
how fatherless kids make up the majority of 
youth suicides, high school dropouts, juve- 
nile incarcerations and homeless children 
if you’re going to neither cite where those 
numbers came from nor open up the film 
into a bigger discussion of a very large issue. 
Directors Ricki Stern and Annie Sundberg 
also do little to explore how Smith recov- 
ered from the 2006 debut album he says 


“bombed” and having houses he purchased 
go into foreclosure, or any impact on his 
children that stemmed from the days when 
he says a record deal led him to ignore his 
kids and do exactly what he promised he 
would never do: repeat his father’s mistakes. 
The filmmakers don’t even work to give a 
strong sense of place in South and West Side 
neighborhoods that go largely undefined. 

Still, when “In My Father’s House” 
focuses tightly on Smith (who is halfway 
to an EGOT thanks to co-writing Kanye’s 
“Jesus Walks” and John Legend/Common’s 
“Glory” from “Selma”) and his father, Brian 
Tillman, powerful human drama happens 
naturally Their reunion could make a block 
of wood get choked up. Smith gradually 
evaluates his own role in his family and how 
growing up without a father affected him, 
and Tillman’s life changes due to the help he 
receives and the motivation he has to clean 
up, even altering the way he sees his best 
friend, recognizing a difference now that 
he’s trying to get sober. 

So there’s definitely something here. “In 
My Father’s House” has vulnerability and a 
few laughs. But a story about reconnecting 
shouldn’t seem so uninterested in filling in 
the gaps.

FURTY & NERDY 

SUICIDEGIRLS* 
BLACKHEART 
BURLESQUE IS BACK

If anyone can make ‘A Clockwork Orange” and 'Adventure Time” sexy it’s the 
Suicide Girls. The nude pin-up models from the site suicidegirls.com are on the road 
again with their Blackheart Burlesque show, and the cheeky geeky themes can be 
seen at their Chicago stop at Abbey Pub in Irving Park on Saturday (9 p.m. $25 
general admission. Tickets: theabbeychicago.com). 


SuicideGirls started in 2001 as a place 
for alternative women to share nude pho- 
tos. It’s grown from about a dozen models 
to nearly 3,000 around the world, accord- 
ing to co-founder Selena Mooney, aka Missy 
Suicide, and members can join the site for a 
$12 monthly fee to view models’ photo sets. 
The Blackheart Burlesque started in the early 
2000s but took a long break until 2013. Local 


burlesque group Kiss Kiss Cabaret opens for 
the SuicideGirls on Saturday We called Missy 
to chat about her favorite scene in the show, 
feminism and nudes on the Internet. 

What was the nude market like in 2001? 
What kind of models were you primarily see- 
ing pre-SuicideGirls? 

Pre-SuicideGirls, there were two types of 


beautiful women in the world of media. 
There was the blonde, stick-thin waist, 
supermodel Kate Moss type, and then there 
was the blonde, buxom, 
silicone-enhanced Pamela 
Anderson type. And those 
were the two types of beauty 
that all women had to strive 
for that the media considered 
beautiful. I thought that the 
women I knew were some of 
the most beautiful women in 
the world, and I wanted to 
give them a place where they 
can be appreciated for their beauty and all 
that they had to share with the world. So ... I 
decided to create a website where they could 


share their thoughts and their feelings as well 
as their images and be themselves and create 
a community around them. 

How many cities is the Black- 
heart Burlesque tour hitting? 

It keeps expanding. Fifty-eight 
or 59 in the U.S. Then at the 
beginning of the year, we’re 
going to South America. 

Can you tease a favorite scene 
in the show? 

It’s so hard because there 
are so many good ones. On this go-around, 
there’s an original song that one of the girls 
sings that’s set to Amy Winehouse’s “Back to

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Black,” but it’s “Harry Potter ’’-themed. It’s 
pretty amazing. 

What was alternative 14 years ago is not 
necessarily alternative now. People without 
tattoos and piercings are more rare than the 
latter. What makes SuicideGirls alternative 
now? 

SuicideGirls’ whole ethos is about redefin- 
ing beauty and having a place where people 
that don’t fit into the normal definition of 
beauty— this supermodel-y beauty that’s kind 
of shoved down our throats— and it comes 
in a variety of different types. We’ve got girls 
from every continent including Antarctica. 
There {are} girls from South America who 
look different from the girls from Asia who 
look different from 
the girls from Rus- 
sia. And we have all 
different body types 
and girls of different 
able-bodiedness and 
girls with differ- 
ent stature. Beauty 
comes in every form 
and package, and 
confidence is really 
the sexiest attribute 
a person can have, so 
I think SuicideGirls 
encompasses so much 
more than just pierc- 
ings and tattoos. 

I used to see Suicide- 
Girls being referred 
to as “alt porn” or 
“punk-rock porn.” 

How do you feel 
about SuicideGirls being categorized as 
porn today? 

I feel like it’s a little silly ... The female nude 
form is the most celebrated subject matter in 
all of art history The girls on SuicideGirls are 
in beautiful nude photos. They’re not doing 
anything sort of lascivious, so it feels like, to 
me, porn is great and has its place, but there’s 
definitely a sort of lascivious feel to porn, and 
that’s not present on SuicideGirls in anyway 
The girls are just naked, and they’re beautiful 
nude images, but I think it’s silly to compare 
the two. 


You mentioned that everyone is naked on 
the Internet today and it’s not a novelty any- 
more. What is it do you think keeps subscrib- 
ers coming back? 

I think they initially come for the pictures 
because the girls are in beautiful, artistic, 
awesome nude images. But I think they stay 
for the community The community on our 
site is pretty remarkable. You know how on 
the Internet you can’t post a photo without 
getting trolls saying mean things to you? On 
SuicideGirls, girls post nude photos, and 
99.9 percent of the comments are super 
supportive and really insightful and sweet 
and encouraging. It’s really a remarkable 
thing. Our community in general is so warm 
and awesome. It’s like {how} every town has 
that coffee shop or 
someplace where 
people go and gather 
if they didn’t fit into 
the norm. And our 
site is that but for 
the world. You find 
all of the cool people 
in your town hanging 
out in this one place. 

In the past, you’ve 
caught flak for 
calling yourself a 
feminist. Every other 
day, someone else 
is under the gun for 
the semantics of 
their personal values. 
What does that word 
“feminist” mean to 
you? 

I understand why 
people take it so personally It’s a word that 
resonates so strongly with each individual 
and has a slightly different meaning for each 
person. I get that, and I feel like I had my 
feminist controversy like 10 years ago be- 
cause I used the word feminist and everyone 
was up in arms because I have naked pic- 
tures. I feel like {feminism} at its core is the 
philosophy that everybody should be treated 
equally ... I think currently the biggest bar- 
rier to that is just not having as many female 
voices in power.

Do you still hear that as much? 

Not as much. Everybody is naked on the 
Internet. It’s not really a novelty In the past, 
there was a lot more confusion, but I feel like 
recently and by recently I mean on this half 
of the decade, ... the name SuicideGirls is a 
lot more understood now, that it’s girls com- 
mitting social suicide by choosing not to fit 
in, whereas back in the day there were more 
hurdles. 


How do you feel about feminism and women 
who choose to put their nude photos out 
there? 

Everybody has a naked body and the more 
confident we are with our bodies and our- 
selves, the happier the world is going to be. ... 
I think it’s counterintuitive to consider our 
bodies to be shameful. 

Criticisms of the site have been circulating 
for years, including exploitation of models 
and their contracts. While that flared up in 
2005, it’s something people still ask you 



about, considering the pointed questions 
during your Reddit AMA (Ask Me Anything) 
back in May. What’s your response to those 
who say SuicideGirls has a reputation for 
exploiting its models? 

I feel like we’ve been going on for 14 years 
now Our model release is super transparent. 
It’s in {as} plain English as you could possibly 
have it. It’s been the same since 2006. We’ve 
had models that have been with us for over 
a decade now. Aeah, some people were upset 
in 2005, and you can’t make people happy all 
of the time, but it’s been a decade. We’ve got 
a decade of track record of how we process 
things. 

... That {Reddit AMA} made me so angry 
because I had spent seven hours answering 
questions, and I had answered that question 
people were {commenting on}, and then 
I signed off ... I don’t hide from contro- 
versy Did I behave in a way that I would 
not behave now a decade ago? Yes. Would 


I have handled things differently had they 
happened now? Sure, but I feel like we all 
learn from our mistakes. Did I feel like what 
I was doing at the time was right? Yes, and, 
you know, you can’t make everybody happy 
all of the time. In a community that has so 
many outspoken voices, we strive so hard to 
be a place that outspoken people do have a 
platform. It’s impossible to make everybody 
happy all of the time. 

What’s up next for SuicideGirls? 

We’re working on quite a few things. We’ve 
got our next art book at the publisher. We 
just had a meeting about a podcast that 
might be happening. We’ve got another 
type of book we might be putting out soon. 
There’s the burlesque tours going every- 
where. We’re working on possibly a new 
comic book.
